Statement of services for which the decoration har been 
awarded 

On the night of 3rd August, 1980, on receiving an infor¬ 
mation, about the presence of dacoit Layak Singh at Bada- 
phN, near out-post Gari Jaffar, .Shri Banshi Dhar, Sub- 
Inspector, with the available force rushed to the spot. Due 
to heayy tain and slipperty fields, it took them about four 
hours to reach the aforesaid spot. 

The informer had divulged that the gang was located at 
a high and advantageous position and an alert sentry was 
keeping watch. The night was dark aud cloudy and so 
with great difficulty S.f. Banshi Dhar succeeded in locating 
the exa'ct position of the gang. He immediately planned the 
encounter and formed two parties with a distance of about 
80 yards‘around the camp of dacoits. The sentry of the 
gang smllt the prese*ce qf the police' and the encircling, 
and fired. The entire gang becanti alert and started firing. 
From their vulnerable position tip pttfice was exposed to 
heavy fire from the dacoits who% were armed with S.E.R. 
and 303 Rifles. For a moment, it seemed that the force had 
no alternative but to withdraw Or face heavy casualties. 
But, at this crucial moment, Shri Banshi Dhai rose to the 
occasion and exhorted his men to hold on and return fire 
on the dacoits. Thereafter, the police force held the ground. 
After an hour-long intense exchange of fire, the gang leader 
Layak Singh was shot dead. The dacoits suddenly stopped 
firing and deserted one 303 rifle, one SBBL Gun and 119 
Cartridges of 303 rifle which'were recovered from near the 
dead body of the dacoit Layak Singh- 

In this encounter Shri Banshi Dhar, Sub-Inspector of 
police, exhibited conspicuous gallantry, - exemplary courage, 
leadership and devotion to duty of a'high order.
